THE KAISER'S MOVEMENTS. 


There seems to be good reason to believe 
that the Kaiser's visit to is con- 
nected with the candidature of Prince Charles 
of Denmark for the vacant throne of Norway. 
It has been stated by some of the best 
informed French journals that the Emperor 
William, realising that a Hohenzollern would 
find rome diffizulty in accommodating himself 
to the democratic institutions of Norway, has 
decided to suggest that Prince Charles should 
accept the Norse Crown, should it be offered 
him. The suggestion that a Prince of the 
House of Glacksborg should rnle in Norway, 
which was for twocerturies under the Danish 
Crown, was likely to bo reeived with great 
satisfaction by both Danes and Norwegians, 
and was certain to be opposed by Russia, 
whose Government had reasons for objecting to 
any arrangement that might bring about the 
formation of a Scandinavian League. Russia's 
movement towards the open water, whether at 
the Varanger Fiord, the Dardanelles, Bandar 
Abbas, or Alexandretta, is certain to be re- 
sumed, as s00n as the disasters of the Japanese 
war have been forgotten by the publio, 
which has probably just as short a me- 
mory as every and any other public, the 
German excepted. When and if the Slavs 
move forward to the open water in the west 
they do not wish to find their way 
blocked by a league of small bat well-orga- 
nised Powers, and the choice of a: Prince 
descended from the last Danish King of 
Norway and popular in Swedén, would bo of 
great service in smoothing down the rofiled 
feelings of Sweden and Norway, the first step 
to the creation of a defensive alliance—a new 
northern league. 

The Kaiser, according to our French con- 
fréres, approves of this scheme. A Scandinavian 
synthesis may oneday form part of the larger 
Teutonic synthesis of which he dreams, and 
by. offering his high protection and imperial 
guarantee against foreign aggression to the 
three small Powers, he hopes to strengthen the 
good relations between Norway and Sweden on 
the one side, and Germany on the other, and 
to give Denmark cause to forget the devasta- 
tion of Jatland and the loss of Schleswig- 
Holstein. The project is attractive enough ; 
Sweden was believed, a few years back, to be 
on the point of entering the Triple Alliance,

It also advises an agree- 
ment with Bogland to urge Siam to abandon 
her plan of armaments and to- effect a real 
neutralisation of the Menam Valley. 

On the Abyssinian question the decision of 
the Foreign Affairs Uommittee is to assure 
Menelik that France is resolved to respect the 
integrity of Abyssinia, and, until that country 
has been neatralised by general agreaments, 
to insist, first, that the Djibouti-Dire Daouah 
line shall remain ander French national con- ~ 
trol ; secondly, that the Imperial Company 
of Bthiopian Railways shall be put in a posi- 
tion to enjoy to the full the rights belonging 
toit by’ virtae of the concession of 1894. 

The improvement of the points d'appui of 
Dakar and Diego Suarez and the reinforcement 
of the army of occupation in Madagascar also 
form part of this striking programme adopted 
by the Foreign Affairs Committes, and now 
placed before the public in a letter from M. 
Paul Deschanel to the Premier. It is the 
evidence of a vigilance to which hitherto the 
foreign affairs committees of the French Cham- 
ber had not acoustomed us, and in the general 
drift of its recommendations it shows once 
again how deeply-rooted tha idea of the entente 
with Bogland has become in France. *

It 
was in consequence of the desire to strengthen 
this friendship that the Tsar accepted the 
invitation. Even if the mission be otherwise 
barren, this will remain a memorable event for 
Russia and the United States. 
" M. Witte, interviewed during the voyage, 
minimised the importance of the Russian 
reverses. ‘The Japanese have not yet acquired 
such supremacy as to make Russia consider 
them a truly redoubtable enemy. They would 
have to advance four times as far before they 
would be in @ position to impose terms. The 
internal situation of the country will in nowise 
affect the question of peace.'The majority of 
Russians regard the war as simply a distant 
colonial struggle not threatening the security 
of the country. He himself strongly. favored 
peace, bat the Japanese must be convinced 
that peace is in nowise indispensable to Rassia, 
who will never accept conditions even appar- 
eutly offending her amour propre. ( Reuter. )

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BRITISH NAVAL. VISIT 
10 THE BALTIC. 


PROGRAMME OF THE CORUISBE. 


Arrangements have been made for the 
Channel Fleet, with the First Cruiser Squa- 
drop, to visit the Baltic at the conclusion of 
the fétes at Portsmouth on the occasion of the 
visit to England of the French squadron. 
Admiral Sir Arthar Wilson will sail from 
Eogland about August 15, and will be accom- 
psnied, it is understood, by eleven first-class 
battleships and five armoured cruisers. The 
6ther admirals who will take part in this most 
interesting cruise are Vice-Admiral Sir Arthur 
Moore, formerly a Lord of the Admiralty and 
now second in command of the Channel Fleet ; 
Rear-Admiral Sir Richard Poore, and Rear- 
Admiral George Neville, the last-named having 
recently taken over the control of the Cruiser 
Squadron. Nothing in the natare of “official 
visits,” writes a Naval Correspondent, “is 
contemplated, as the cruise is undertaken in 
the ordinary routine of the fleet's sea-training.” 

The size of this great naval force cannot fail 
to make a great impression in the Baltic. It is 
many years since a larga British fleet visited 
the Baltic, and consequently the advent of the 
ships of Admiral Sir Arthar Wilson is caloulat- 
ed to excite much attention in Europe. On the 
other hand, the absence of visits by British 
men-of-war has been due to no conditions such 
as apply to the Black Sea. The Baltic is an 
open sea to the fleets of the world; it is as 
free to. the ships of the Great Powers as'is the 
Mediterranean, the Atlantic, the North Sea, 
or the English Channel. 

A visit from the Channel fleet will ba espe- 
cially welcome to the peoples of Denmark,with 
which our country is so intimately connected, 
and of Scandinavia, who have had no oppor- 
tunity for many years of seeing any units of 
the British Navy. it is natural that the war- 
ships most frequently seen in these waters 
should be those of Rassia and Germany. Thir- 

> teen battleships of the latter Power have lately 
been cruising in the Baltic, a fact all the more 
noticeable now that the Russian fleet has 
eaffered such grievous losses. 

‘be British cruise in thé Baltic is, in a sense, 
a return visit, though there will be a complete 
absence of formalities. On two occasions in 
recent years German squadrons have enjoyed 
the hospitality of our porta, Prince Henry of 
Prussia, it will be remembered, after cruising 
to the north of the British Isles, put into the 
British naval base at Berehaven, on the Irish 
coast,and was visited by the Dake of Connaught 
while occupying the familiar anchorage of the 
Channel Fleet. Later on—in 1904, in fact—s 
squadron made a few days’ stay at Plymouth, 
where the German officers and men were enter- 
tained, and were permitted to go over the 
local dockyard ; while as recently as this spring 
the German Emperor paid a visit to Gibraltar. 
We have also had calls from Russian squadrons. 
Admiral Baron von Stackelberg was at Portland 
two or three years ago with a powerfal force 
then on its way to Port Arthur, but only 
formal courtesies were exchanged, as the stay 
was purely for the purpose of coaling the ships 
und resting the crews. 

It will be seen from the programme of the 
craise that the Channel Fleet is not to visit 
any German or Rossian naval ports, but will 
anchor in ordinary commercial harbours of the 
smallest size. Ymuiden, the first port of call, 
is alittle place of 2,000 inhabitants on the 
Dutch coast, about six miles from Haarlem, 
and at the end of the North Sea Canal. The 
British ships will afterwards make a stay at a 
small harbour near Esbjerg, which is a Danish 
seaport on the south-west coast of Jutland, 
and thence put into Swinemiinde, which is 
thirty-seven miles north-west of Stettin, finally 
visiting the Prassian anchorage of Neufshr- 
waaser, a northerly suburb of Dantzig. The 
Fleet will cross to Scotland and proceed to 
the Shetland Islands after the cruise in the 
Baltic.
